Supervisors Are Told 
To ‘Crack Down’ on 
Hoarders. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—(?)-—~ 
The nation’s public school teach- 
ers were given tonight the huge 
task of issuing sugar rationing 
books to every person in the na- 
tian and were directed to crack 
down on hoarders by withholding 
the sweet until their supplies are 
used up. 

Price Administrator Leon Hen- 
derson announced details of the 


rationing program under which 
books containing stamps will be 
distributed .entitling each individ- 
ual to a strictly limited quantity 
of sugar—probably 12 ounces a 
week. 

When the 130,000,000 copies of 
“War Ration Book No. 1” are dis- 
tributed “within a few weeks” 
persons who have built up hoards 
of sugar will have stamps torn 
from. their books at the time of 
issuance, to prohibit purchases by 
them until stocks in their cup- 
boards are exhausted. 

Only one person in each family 
will have to apply for the stamp 
books. He will be required to 
sign an application stating the 
amount of sugar in his household. 
All supplies over two pounds per 
person will be considered hoarded 
sugar, Henderson said. 

Each book will contain 28 num- 
bered stamps, each good for the 
purchase of a definite amount of 
sugar during a designated week. 
As sugar is purchased, the store 
keeper will tear out the proper 
stamp and paste it on a master 
card which we must turn in, when 
filled, to replenish his supplies for 
the following week. 

The plan will permit individuals 
living in ae household, but not 
members of the family unit, to 
register separately. 

The War Production Board is 
charged with responsibility for 
seeing that sugar supplies are dis- 
tributed so every store will have 
sugar when the ration plan goes 
into effect.

Supporting Congress 


Asked by Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. 
President Roosevelt started a wave 
of political guessing today by de- 
claring that we

The President's statement was 
made in reply to a request for 
comment on last Monday’s speech

In South Africa

“In some parts of the Belgian 
Congo I understand they still bury 
babies with their mothers, but 
they don’t do it around Wembo 
Nyama anymore,” said Miss Arm- 
strong yesterday. “Bowlegs are 


going out of style down there and | 
skinny, undernourished youngsters | 
now grow fat and sleek—all on | 


peanut milk!” 

Miss Armstrong, who is in At- 
lanta on furlough serving as re- 
gional secretary for the south on 
the staff of the American Mission 
to Lepers, disclaims any credit for 
the original idea that peanut milk 
might be a cow’s milk substitute. 
Dr. George Washington Carver, 
the aged Tuskegee scientist, is 
credited with experimenting with 
it first and an. industrial scientist 
named E. B. Stilz thought of it 
again in Africa when nurses were 
going distracted trying to make 
powdered milk from New York go 
around. 

Not Commercialized. 


To work out the foolproof for- 
mula which they are now using 
in the hospital in Wembo Nyama, 
Miss Armstrong came back to the 
United States and went to Johns 
Hopkins hospital, where she col- 
laborated with a nutrition special- 
ist on the formula. The peanut 
milk recipe which Miss Armstrong 
tested will never be commercial- 
ized but will be made available to 


doctors as a free gift to all children | 


who need it. 

“Of course, it isn’t so practical 
in this country as long as cow’s 
milk is available,” said Miss Arm- 
strong, “but cows don’t thrive 
down in the Belgian Congo be- 
cause of flies and leopards. The 
soil is rich and there you usually 
have about a hundred convales- 
cing patients you have to keep 
working to keep out of Mischief | 
anyway—so you Just put them to | 
growing peanuts.”

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Let’s Block the ‘‘Pigeonhole”’ 

Representative Nichols, of Oklahoma, is 
quoted in an Associated Press despatch from 
Washington as stating that any effort to repeal 
that provision of the recently enacted Civil 
Service Retirement Fund bill which provides 
pensions for congressmen would be futile 
“because the Civil Service Committee would 
pigeonhole the proposal.” 

Further. however, Representative Nichols 
predicted that, if such a repeal bill did reach 
the floor of the house, it would be passed “by 
unanimous consent.” 

Which all makes it evident that the people 
themselves will have to keep up continuous 
pressure, so that the Civil Service Committee 
Goes not dare to “pigeonhole” any repeal bill 
referred to it. 

Some half dozen bills to amend the retire- 
ment fund bill so as to make it not applicable 
to members of congress or other elective offi- 
| cials have already been introduced in house 
and senate. One in the senate bears the names, 
as authors and sponsors, of Senators Byrd, of 
Virginia; Bailey, of North Carolina; Burton, of 
Ohio. and Johnson, of Colorado. Others in the 
house have been introduced by Representatives 
Wickersham, of Oklahoma; Hoffman, of Mich- 
igan: Rees, of Kansas; Baumhart, Angell and 
others. 

It is regrettable that none of these repeal 
measures carry the name of a Georgian, either 
as author or co-sponsor. 

The most absurd reaction yet to the congres- 
sional pension bill, now that it has been exposed 
by the newspapers and the people, came from 
Representative Hook, of Michigan. This worthy 
expressed a thought that the “bundles for 
congress” movement, started in satirical vein 
in Spokane, might be inspired by Nazis to 

undermine the confidence” of the people in 
their congress. 

Any undermining of confidence was done by 
congress itself. Many of its earlier acts have 
tended in this direction, but the climax came 
with this dipping into the United States 
Treasury to give added reimbursement to 
themselves, at a time when al! their constituents 
are being exhorted to—and most of them are— 
make sacrifice and practice self-denial in order 
to pay heavier taxes, buy Defense Bonds and 
contribute in other ways to the financing of the 
War. 

If congressmen are so anxious to lay up a 

future income for themselves, why not buy 
Defense bonds with their surplus money, as 
the rest of us are doing, instead of luring funds 
out of the Treasury by contributing some 50 
per cent to annuities for their old age? 
It is. of course, somewhat tragic that confi- 
dence in the legislative body of the government 
should be undermined at such a time as this. 
But any undermining done is the responsibility 
of the congress itself. 

The only thing to do now, to restore some 
measure of that desirable confidence, is to 
repeal the congressional pension clause of the 
retirement fund bill. It may not be too late 
if that repeal is passed as quickly as possible, 
with as large a majority vote as possible. 

But, not only for-the sake of the country, 
for the sake of the congressmen themselves, 
when they seek re-election, it behooves the 
general public to insist that there be no pigeon- 
holing of the repeal bills in any house or senate

Perhaps because they have become accus- 
tomed to the enjoyment of special privilege, 
perhaps because they regard politics and its 
corollaries as an accepted channel to secure 
what they want, officialdom high and low has 
Shown less willingness to sacrifice than has the 
public.

Ready for War Time? 


On Monday next clocks will advance one 
hour, to conform to the new war time decreed 
by the congress and the President as a means 
of conserving electricity and daylight for the 
prosecution of the war program, 

This change has necessitated various adjust- 
ments of business and other activities in 
Atlanta and Georgia. In this part of the nation 
the change causes some inconvenience and 
will not, as a matter of fact, result in any great 
saving of power. However, for the nation as a 
whole, it will mean large savings and no 
Georgian will complain of temporary incon- 
venience when the over-all results are good. 

Business houses generally are adjusting 
their opening hours, either in whole or in part, 
to the new time. Schools generally will open 
one hour later and many churches will change 
their hours of Sunday service. 

The change in time has created other 
problems, chiefly those of public transportation 
Services. They are anxious that the time for 
going to work be “staggered” so that the morn- 
ing and afternoon peak load hours may be of 
longer duration. 

All these problems, however, have either 
been worked out in advance or will be quickly 
adjusted after the war time goes into effect. 

So, move up your clocks on Sunday night 
and, while it will be a little longer dark in the 
mornings, the coming of spring will soon rectify 
that. And remember, in the meantime, that, 
in regard to the country as a whole, it is a 
move that results in large savings of electrical 
power.

CONGRESS FACES STORM WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Pro- 

jection by Representative 
Frederick C. Smith, Republican, of Ohio, of a petition designed to 
force a house vote on repeal of the old age pension for congress- 
men, recently passed by members of congress, reflects the fear of 
retribution at the polls which has seized upon the denizens of Capi- 
tol Hill. 

This provision, buried in a general civil service pension bill, 
went through the house by unanimous consent December 1, 1941, 
without a word of debate. Passage by the senate on January 19 
might have been accomplished just as silently, but for the vigorous 
opposition of Senator Harry F. Byrd, Democrat, of Virginia. As 
it was, the senate voted down, 34 to 28, a Byrd amendment which 
would have required congressmen to make “reasonable back pzy- 
ments” before becoming eligible for pensions, and finally passed the 
bill, 42 to 24. Recently congressmen have been hearing from the 
folks back home; so much so that many of them are seeking fran- 
tically to get out from under the popular wrath by voting to re- 
tract the pension before this year’s elections roll around. 

The situation was highlighted 


DR. TOWNSEND REACTS 
Wednesday by an announce- 


ment of Dr. Francis E. Townsend that since the congressmen now 
have voted pensions for themselves, he is renewing his -drive for 
enactment of a national pension program this year for all those 
“who are not able to make their own laws.” 

This, in the view of Representative Smith, illustrates the basic 
evil of the congressional pension. 

“If this action persists,” he. said, “it obviously makes -it im- 
possible for congress to deal with any pension proposal in an un- 
biased manner. Having voted pensions to ourselves, it is very 
difficult to refuse others who ask for them.” 


AN EVIL PARAGRAPH Popular criticism of the recently 


enacted pension bill by no means 
stops with its congressional pension provision. In order to make the 
bill effectively applicable to congressmen knocked off by their con- 
stituents before reaching the prescribed retirement age, it was 
deemed necessary to put all government employes (presently more 
than 1,500,000 and rapidly increasing) on the same footing. This 
was taken care of by the following paragraph: 

“Should any officer or employe to whom this act applies, after 
having served for a total period of not less than five years and 
before becoming eligible for retirement, become separated from the 
service, such officer or employe shall be paid a deferred annuity 
beginning at the age of 62.” 

This not only makes all senators elected for a six-year term, 
and representatives who hang on for three elections, eligible for 
eventual pension regardless of the age at which they are beaten, but 
it applies equally to the host of temporary civilian war workers, 
assuming they remain in government service for as much as five

“TO AMEND FURTHER—” I do rit like to keep on the 


same subject from day to day, 
but this pension bill interests me again today because of some ad- 
ditional information. 

A proponent of the bill writes me that— 

There were hearings on the bill and it was published in the 
public reports and “the widest opportunity” 
given for complete coverage. 

It was not done with shrewd slyness. 

The bill’was debated. 

The bill was signed. 

That I erred in saying that “Old Mac” 
(Senator K. D. McKellar) was the oldest sen- 
ator in point of service. 

That McKellar voted against the pension 
bill only because of political expediency. 

Well, let’s look at the record. 

Hearings were held. There is no record that 
the public ever attended. There is no record 
that the house knew what it was all about. 

Indeed, at least three members of the house 
have said they didn’t know the pension provi- 
sion was in the bill. 

On Thursday of this week Congressman 
Nichols, Democrat from Oklahoma, said that 
he was absent from the house when the vote 

was taken. He said further that he did not believe many members 
of the house knew the pension provision was in the bill. 

He is the third congressman to make such a statement. 

With this evidence at hand it would seem true that the bill 

was shrewdly maneuvered, that it was “covered” up under the 
term of an amendment to the civil service bill; that it was not 
made clear to the members of the house themselves, much less to 
the public. 

That much certainly seems inescapable. 

The pension provision was not made well-known to the house, 

We know that. The members themselves say so. 


TO CONTINUE Now, as to the other assertions. The bill was 

‘passed without roll call. That itself damns 
the bill and likewise the assertion there was nothing to hide or 
fear about it. | 

There are two kinds of bills about which there is no roll call. 

One is a trivial measure, a resolution or a bill of such a public 
nature no roll call is necessary. 

The other is a bill on which the members do not want to be 
registered on a roll call. They do this out of an unwillingness to 
be recorded either way on the bill. 

Surely this was not a trivial bill. | | 

The record shows that when the pension bill came up in the 
house a few more than 60 members were present. 

In the senate 42 voted “aye,” 24 noted “nay” and 30 did not 
vote at all. 

The caption of the bill was not a frank and open one. 

It reads: “A bill to amend further the civil service retirement act.” 

There is no hint in that caption of any radical change such as 
pensions for elected officials, those who go about at election time 
calling themselves “servants of the people.” 

It still seems to me there was nothing actually dishonest about 
the bill, but there was careful, shrewd phrasing of it so as to at- 
tract no undue attention. It was skillfully steered. 

This belief seems substantiated by the members of the house 
who now come forward and say they did not know the provision 
of pensions was in the bill. 


ED As to K. D. McKellar, “Old Mac,” and 
iT Was USEAs the charge that he voted against the 
pension grab because it was ‘politically expedient so to do, I can- 
not agree, 

There was a debate. In reading that debate I find Senator Mc- 
Kellar saying these words: 

“I do not believe in the system of pensioning legislative officers, 
and I expect to vote against the bill.” 

He was saying that at the outset of the debate. 
nothing expedient about that. | 

I find, on reading the debate, that Senator Byrd, of Virginia, 
said: 

“As it is now written a representative or senator ... could pay 
into the fund $200 and if he retires on January 1, 1943, if he has 
served five years, and if he is 62 years of age, he will receive 
$4,175.44 a year as long as he lives without making any further 
payments.” 

Again, in answer in the debate, Senator Byrd said: 

“I say that if senators and representatives should have been 
placed under a retirement plan they should have been placed under 
it in 1920 and not come in at this late hour when they would 
benefit from the past payments made by others to a fund to which 
they have not contributed.” 

I cheerfully accept the correction that Senator McKellar has 
not served as long as “Cotton Ed” Smith. 

The other evidence is too heavy to refute. 

Too many members of the congress now state they didn’t know 
the pension provision was in the bill. 

Not much public attention would be directed at a bill which 
had as its caption: “A bill to further amend... .” 

Not many persons read the government bulletins and the cone: 


gressional record. 

TOO VULNERABLE It is a very bad bill for a number of 
reasons. In the first place those who 

seek public office are not regarded as employes of the government 

as is a postal carrier. 

The comparison with soldiers is unfortunate. 

The army officer begins as a plebe. He pays for his own food. 
He buys his own clothes. He begins as a second lieutenant. He 
may spend his whole life in the ranks and fight through two or 
three wars and never make more than $4,000 per year. Those very 
few who become generals, making less than congressmen, have an 
average lifetime pay of about $3,000 per year. I think the people 
will resent congressmen comparing themselves with soldiers at war. 

The congressman gets $10,000 and receives almost that much 
again for secretarial hire. I do not say that is too much. 

If it is too little, as they say, why do they seek it so avidly, 
and spend large sums to be elected. 

It is a bad bill because it leaves congress vulnerable to all sorts 
of pension grabs from all sorts of organizations. 

It is a bad bill because the people don’t like it.

But which of these was the true American—Knudsen, born in 
Denmark, who gave up an enormous salary to serve his adopted 
country in time of peril, or these native-born sons of greed who 
watched their country drifting helplessly to the very brink of dis- 
aster rather than sacrifice part of their profits? 

A tree is judged by its fruits. , 

When I was a boy, I heard a Fourth-of-July orator speak in 
eloquent gratitude of the blessings bequeathed to us’ by our “fore- 
faders” who fought in 1776. Nobody seemed to think it funny. It 
seemed fitting and proper that he should claim a share in our 
history. The melting pot had made a perfect job of him. He had 
no fatherland but America, and our forefathers were his forefathers. 

We are all equally foreign in origin, for all of us are descended 
from European stock. The question is not how many generations 
separate us from Europe, but how far we are separated from it in 
spirit. 

I have noticed that people of pioneer stock seldom call anybody 
a foreigner unless he is. As new-rich socialites, not yet quite sure 
of their own social position, are most scornful in their ridicule of 
social climbers, so the Americans most scornful of foreigners are 
usually the ones whose parents got here just in time to make them 
natives.

Twenty thousand men in Geode | 
gia who have been rejected by the | 
Army solely because of illiteracy | 
will be taught enough “readin’, | 
‘ritin’ and ’rithmetic” during the 
next four months to permit their 
induction, E. V. Whelchel, state 
supervisor of the WPA education 
| project, said yesterday after a con- 
ference with state WPA _ super- 
visors. 

Whelchel explained that al-, 
though the WPA had been con- 
cerned with Georgia’s illiteracy 
problem in the past, the program 
will now be altered so as to place 
particular emphasis on getting the 
20,000 men ready for the Army. 

He said there is a total of 46,000 | 
men in the state between the ages 
of 21 and 36 who are illiterate, but | 
that 20,000 of these have been 
examined and found suitable for 
military duty in every other re- 
spect. 

The supervisors were instructed 
to stress only fundamentals of 
reading, writing and simple arith- 
metic problems. 

The job of training these poten- 
tial soldiers will be in the hands 
of approximately 250 WPA teach- 
ers over the state. Classes will be 
held at night in public’ school 
buildings, lodge halls, stores or 
anywhere groups can be assem- 
bled, Whelchel said. |

MY DAY: For Letter Writing 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


CHICAGO, IIL, Thursday.—I did a little work yesterday on 
the train and wrote a few letters which I hope may be readable. 
I rather doubt that they will be, because, at best, my handwriting 
is none too legible, and when I add the move- 
ment of a train it becomes very like the scrawl 
of a very uncertain fly. 

At Chattanooga, Tenn., I got out and walked 
up and down the platform and watched with 
interest a lady who was also taking the air, 
attired in white silk slacks and a mink coat. 
Later on, while we were eating dinner, two 
young girls came into our drawing room. They 
were on their way from Miami, Fla., and I 
imagine that a good many people are return- 
ing from visits to what should have been a 
warmer climate. In any case, these two girls 
were tanned, which spoke well for the warmth _ : 
of the sun, even though they insisted that the air had been chilly. 
They were autograph hunting and, having stalked their game, re- 
tired contentedly. 

The conductor gave us an opportunity to come out of our den 
to see the Chickamauga dam. We both came to this dam with the 
President and a tremendous crowd when it was dedicated on a 


very warm day. I can still remember Governor Cooper’s mother 

standing in the sun.

Miss Boehmler insisted she 
worked for Von der Osten and 
Ludwig “mostly for fun” and to- 
day deciared she never had been 
paid for her work, although 
earlier she indicated it was the 
most lucrative position she ever 
held. 

“I was supposed to get $25 a 
week,” she said, with more heat 
than. she previously had shown 
under questioning. “But all I got 
was excuses.” 

Miss Boehmler parried hun- 
dreds of questions with the re- 
peated answer: “I don’t recall.” 

Attended Bund Meetings. 

She said sh* attended German- 
American bund meetings in 
Brooklyn 
but professed herself entirely in 
sympathy with the United States 
in political allegiance.
